Crews of Men Working in Effort 
to Clear Barricades in 
River. 

Ice barricades at the river in- 
takes of the Alton Water Co. left 
the greater portion of Alton with- 

out a water supply today. 

The difficulty first occurred at 
about 8:30 o’clock .this morning, 
but was quickly cleared up. A more 
serious blockade formed two hours 
later, and had not been cleared 
early this afternoon. Because of 
bad sanitary conditions resulting 
from the shutting off of the water, 
the 1500 students of Alton High 
School were dismissed from classes 
this afternoon. Other schools are 
expected to close early. In the 
lower sections of the city a trickle 
of water could be obtained from 
taps, but in sections on the river 
bluffs there was no water in the 
mains.

San Francisco saw the mercury 
fall to 27 degrees above zero, the 
lowest mark ever recorded by the 
Weather Bureau. The previous luw 
was 29 degrees in January, 1888. 

Sacramento, Cal., with a mini- 
mum of 17 degrees above, was 
never so cold before in Weather 
Bureau history, the previous rec- 
ord being 19 above in January, 
1888. 

Snow fell in Southern California 
today from the mountains to the 
sea.

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.— Walter C. 


Davis, 50-year-old president of the 
City Savings & Loan Association of 
Colorado Springs, Colo., wanted on 
a $1,000,000 embezzlement charge, 
hanged himself in his cell at police 
headquarters here early today. 

He was arrested yesterday by a 
detective who had seen his picture 
in the “wanted” department of -a 
detective story magazine. 

To hang himself, Davis had fast- 
ened his necktie to the upper part 
of his cell door. 

Davis’ arrest resulted largely 
from his nervous habit of looking 
Detective 
Dominick Pape, walking in Gram- 
ercy Park some time ago, saw a 
man ahead of him who kept glanc- 
ing nervously back. That bird 
thinks some one is looking for him 
all right,” said Pape to himself. 

Recently, as Pape was looking 
over an issue of a detective maga- 
zine, he came on a photograph of 
the nervous man of Gramercy Park. 
The man was wanted for a $1,000,- 
000 embezzlement, the article said, 
and rewards totaling $1100 were of- 
fered for him. 

Living Under Own Name. 

Pape and another detective, 
whenever they had any spare time, 
would stroll about the park, hoping 
to catch another glimpse of the 
man. Yesterday they spotted him, 
and trailed him to a well-furnished 
apartment, where he had been Uu. 
ing two months under his own 
name, 

He admitted his identity, they 
say, and told them he was tired of 
dodging detection and had been on 
the verge of giving himself up. He 
had made two trips to Europe un- 
der the name of Arnold, he said. 

Before he was booked Davis told 
the police that his wife and daugh- 
ter were in Colorado Springs. Also 
he told of giving power of attor- 
ney to a lawyer in the Western 
State, as a result of which $600,- 
000 in property was turned over to 
the building and loan association 
two weeks ago. He refused to give 
the name of the attorney. 


Depositors Will Receive $249,000 
From Davis’ Insurance. 
By the Associated Press. 

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., 
Dec. 12.—Depositcrs of the City 
Savings Loan Association of Colo- 
rado Springs will receive $249,000 
from the insurance policies of Wal- 
ter C. Davis, who hanged himself 
in New York today. 


The policies were made out to the 
defunct institution and the pre- 
miums have been paid since Davis’ 
disappearance by Charles T. Fer- 
tig, receiver. It was not known 
whether three policies totaling 
$100,000 in favor of his wife, Mrs. 
Lulu Davis, had been kept up. 

Investigators here believe a large 
sum in cash and bonds may be in 
New York safe deposit boxes. Davis 


is known to have taken $30,000 in 


cash and an undetermined amount 
of Government bonds when he fled. 

Receivership suit was filed 
against the City Savings & Loan 
Association on June 21 last. Next 
day a search for Davis, president, 
began. In safety deposit boxes in 
banks here and in Denver; Davis 
was supposed to have kept assets of 
his concern. But the boxes, when 
opened by Court order, yielded only 
$3700 in Liberty Bonds, a few in- 
surance policies and some - 
less papers. 

Officers said it then became ap- 
parent the loan association was 
short about $1,000,000. 

A ‘fugitive warrant was issued 
for Davis. Fertig was appointed 
receiver by District Judge Arthur 
Cornforth and set to work on an 
audit which he said disclosed ir- 
regularities in the conduct of the 
business over several years. 

Affair With Secretary. 

The name of Miss Eva Terry, 
former secretary of the associa- 
tion, was brought into the investi- 
gation and Davis’ mode of living 
was inquired into in behalf of the 
7000 residents of the Pike’s Peak 
region who had entrusted their sav- 
ings to the company. 

June 23 Miss Terry was taken 
in custody. She admitted, police 
said, that Davis had maintained 
her in an expensive Denver apart- 
ment for years and had given her 
$350 a month, a high-priced auto- 
mobile, diamond rings and similar

Supreme 
Federal Judges in Texas 
Case in Which Governor 
Called Troops. 

STERLING’S ACTION 
HELD UNNECESSARY 


Concedes Discretionary 
Powers of Executive, but 
Says Acts Are Subject to 
Judicial Review. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Orders 

issued by Gov. Sterling of Texas 

to officers of the State Militia for 
reducing oil production in the East 

Texas fields were set aside today 

by the United States Supreme 

Court. 

The court sustained a three- 
Judge Federal Court in Texas 
which prohibited enforcement of 
the Governor’s orders. 

The opinion, by Chief Justice 

Hughes, criticised Gov. Sterling for 

declaring it necessary to order out 

troops because riots and a state 
of insurrection made the restora- 
tion of order imperative. 

The decision was based on Fed- 
eral questions in response to ar- 
gument by Sterling’s lawyers that 
his action was authorized by State 
law. 

The Supreme Court said it rec- 
ognized the power of Governors to 
use the discretion that emergencies 
might require but declared that all 
such executive actions were sub- 
ject to judicial review of whether 
the executives had exceeded their 
recognized authority. 

In the present case, the decision 
was that there was no military ne- 
cessity for interfering with the op- 
erations of the oil wells in Hast 
Texas. 

State Law Challenged. 

After the Legislature of Texas 
authorized the State Railroad Com- 
mission to regulate oil production, 
E. Constantin and other oil oper- 
ators in Rusk County, Texas, initi- 
ated proceedings to challenge the 
validity of the State law and the 
orders of the Railroad Commission 
fixing the amount of oil they could 
produce. 

The proceedings were amended to 
direct the attack against Gov. R. S. 
Sterling and officers of the Texas 
National Guard, after Sterling de- 
clared martial law in Greeg, Up- 
shur, Rusk and Smith counties. 

The producers charged that by 
using the State niilitia he had tak> 
en possession of the oil properties 
in those counties in violation of the 
Federal Constitution. 

A three- Judge Federal District 
Court on Oct. 1, 1932, prohibited 
Gov. Sterling, Adjutant-General W. 
W. Sterling and Jacob F. Wolters, 
commanding officer of the military 
forces, from enforcing against che 
complaining oil producers any or- 
ders restricting the lawful produc- 
tion of oil from their wells. 

Shortly after the court held the 
Governor had overstepped his pow- 
ers it ruled that the Texas Rail- 
road Commission had lost its ap- 
peal from a decision on the three 
Judge Federal Court in Texas, 
which had held invalid the com- 
mission's order restricting oil pro- 
duction in the East Texas fields. 

Finding that the commission's 
order was based on an act of the 
Legislature, since amended, the 
court found that the controversy 
no longer presented a live issue. 

Ordered Suit Dismissed. 

It therefore, directed the trial 
court to dismiss the suit, brought 
originally by Alfred MacMillan and 
other producers in the East Texas 
field. 

Referring in the Marshal law 
case, to Sterling’s contention that 
the courts were powerless to inter- 
vene to prevent his calling out the 
troops, Chief Justice Hughes said: 

“If this extreme position could be 
deemed to be well taken, it is man- 
ifest that the fiat of a state Gov- 
ernor, and not the Constitution of 
the United States, would be the 
supreme law of the land...” 

Hughes referred to a previous 
decision by Chief Justice Taney, 
where the latter had said of such 
action: 

“Every case must depend on its 
own circumstances. It is the e 8 
gency that gives the right, and the 
emergency must be shown to exist 
before the taking can be justified.” 

Hughes said that the findings of 
the Federal Court in Texas in the 
Sterling case were fully supported 
by the evidence. 

“They leave no room,” Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes said, “for doubt that 
there was no military necessity 
which, from any point of view, 
could be taken to justify the action 
of the Governor in attempting to 


limit complainants’ oi] production, 
otherwise lawful.”

Text of British Note Suggesting 
Conditions of December Payment 
On Debt and Stimson’s Reply 


England Insists Transfer Is Not to Be Re- 
garded As Resumption of Annual Install- 
ments—No Commitment By U. S. 


ASHINGTON, Dec. 12.— 
W Following is the tert of 

Great Britain's latest note 
to the United States on the debt 
payment: 


1. His Majesty's Government, 
having received the note addressed 
to them by the United States Gov- 
ernment on Dec. 7, observe with 
satisfaction that the United States 
Government welcomes a suggestion 
for close examination between the 
two countries of the whole subject 
dealt with in the British note of 
Dec. 1. His Majesty's Government 
feels it will be appropriate to re- 
serve for this joint examination 
their comments on certain views ex- 
pressed in the United States note 
of Dec. 7, but they think it right 
to state that after further careful 


consideration they see no reason 


to modify the general conclusions 
set forth in their note of Dec. 1. 
2. His Majesty’s Government will 
therefore in the present communi- 
cation deal only with the last por- 
tion of the United States Govern- 
ment note which relates to the im- 
mediate question of payment on 
Dec. 15. His Majesty’s Government 
observe that the United States 
‘Government recognize the difficul- 
ty of effecting transfer; but they 
remain convinced that no solution 
other than suspension could obviate 
these difficulties. 

They note, therefore, with pro- 
found regret that—notwithstanding 
arguments contained in the British 
note of Dec..1—the United States 
Government have decided not to 
recommend this solution to Con- 
gress. 


Will Pay Installment. 


3.In view of this decision, 
His Majesty’s Government have 
determined to make payment of 
the amount due on Dec. 15 under 
the funding agreement of June 
18, 1923; but they think it desir- 
able to take the opportunity of 
stating clearly their position in re- 
gard to this payment and of ex- 
plaining the circumstances in 
which they have arrived at that 
conclusion. 

4. For reasons which have al- 
ready been placed on record, His 
Majesty's Government are con- 
vinced that the system of inter- 
governmental payment in respect 
towards debts as it existed prior to 
President Hoover's initiative of 
June 20, 1931, cannot be revived 
without disaster. Since it is agreed 
that the whole subject should be 
re-examined between the United 
States of America and the United 
Kingdom, this fundamental point 
need not be further stressed here. 
5. In the view of His Majesty's 
Government, therefore, payment to 
be made on Dec. 15 js not to be re- 
garded as the resumption of annual 
payments contemplated by the ex- 
isting agreement. It is made be- 
cause there has not been time for 
discussion with regard to that 
agreement to take place and be- 
cause the United States Govern- 
ment have stated that, in their 
opinion, such payment would great- 
ly increase prospects of a satis- 
factory approach to the whole 
question. 

Payment to Be in Gold. 

6. His Majesty’s Government 
propose accordingly to treat the 
payment on Dec. 15 as a capital 
payment of which account should 
be taken in any final settlement; 
and they are making arrangements 
to effect this payment in gold as 
being in circumstances least preju- 
dicial of methods open to them. 

7. This procedure must ob- 
viously be exceptional and abnor- 
mal; and His Majesty's Govern- 
ment desire to urge upon the 
United States Government the im- 
portance of an early exchange of 
views with the object of concluding 
the proposed discussion before June 
13 next to obviate the risk of a gen- 
eral breakdown of existing inter- 
governmental agreement.

Reply of United States 

OLLOWING is the reply of 
F the United States Secretary of 

State to the British note: 


I learn with satisfaction of the 
decision of your Government “to 
make payment of the amount due 
on Dec. 15 under the funding 
agreement of June 18, 1923.“ But 
in view of the statement in your 
note that “in the view of his majes- 
ty’s Government therefore the pay- 
ment to be made on Dec. 15 is not 
to be regarded as a resumption of 
the annual payments contemplated 
by the existing agreement,” I must 
call attention to the fact that the 
Secretary of the Treasury has no 
authority to accept payment from 
your Government except as provid- 
ed under the terms of the funding 
agreement. | 

As I pointed out in my note of 
Nov. 23, 1982, there is reserved to 
the Congress of the United States 
the ultimate decision in respect of 
the funding, refunding or amend- 


ment of these inter-governmental 
obligations under consideration. 
The executive has no power to 
amend or to alter them either di- 
rectly or by implied commitment. 
Accordingly, it should be wnder- 
stood that acceptance by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury of funds 
tendered in payment of the Dec. 15 
installment cannot constitute ap- 
proval of or agreement to any con- 
dition or declaration of policy in- 
consistent with the terms of the 
agreement. The sum so received 
must be credited to principal and 
interest as provided ‘therein. 


Stands on Terms of Pact. 
I therefore assume that in para- 


‘gtaps 5 and 6 of your note you are 


not proposing to make this pay- 
ment otherwise than in accordance 
with the terms of the funding 
agreement, but that you are stating 
your views as to steps which your 
Government may desire to propose 
subsequently after a re-examina- 
tion of the entire problem. 

I have emphasized these facts 
with a view to avoiding any possi- 
ble future misunderstanding. I be- 
lieve that our future course as 
pointed out by our correspondence 
is clear. 4 

In your first note of Nov. 13 you 
asked for an exchange of views at 
the earliest possible moment with 
respect to the regime of inter-gov- 
ernmental financial obligations and, 
in your second note, you welcomed 
the expression of our willingness to 
facilitate such discussions, and re- 
ferred to the desirability of a close 
examination between our govern- 
ments of the whole subject in prep- 
aration for the international eco- 
nomic conference. In my last note 
of Dec. 8 I replied that the Presi- 
dent of the United States was pre- 
pared through whatever agency 
may seem appropriate, in co-opera-. 
tion with your Government, to sur- 
vey the entire situation (in which 
the debt of the British Government 
to the United States necessarily 
Plays a part) and to consider what 
means may be taken to bring about 
the restoration of stable currencies 
and exchange, the revival of trade 
and the xecovery of prices. 

Basis of Satisfactory Approach. 

But in thé meanwhile, as I in- 
formed you in my note of Nov. 23, 
great importance is attached by 
our Government and people to the 
maintenance of the original debt 
agreement in force and that a satis- 
factory approach to the whole ques- 
tion would be greatly increased by 
the pursuance of such a policy. 

It would seem to me therefore to 
be undesirable that any steps be 
taken which, by causing misunder- 
standing, would increase the diffi- 
culties that must be overcome in 
finding an ultimate solution satis- 
factory to both nations.

LONDON, Dec. 12.—Despite the 
American Government’s warning 
against such a procedure, it was 
predicted in well-informed quarters 
today that Britain will pay its war 
debt installment to the United 
States Thursday with a reservation 
that it be credited on the capital 
account. 

Under die present debt settle- 
ment, the $95,550,000 includes both 
capital and interest. These quar- 
ters expected the United States 
would accept the payment with the 
declaration the Government had no 
power to accept the British reser- 
vation. Thus the question would 
be carried over into a general re- 
view of the debts question to which 
the British and American Govern- 
ment leaders have agreed. 

The effect of this listing of the

Volstead of Minnesota, killed him- 
self yesterday. A Coroner’s jury 
found Rudd committed suicide 
while temporarily insane. 

His body was found under a heap 
of snow on the archery court in 
Lincoln’ Park when a dog attract- 
ed its owner’s attention by uncov- 
ering it. A fevolver was found in 
Rudd’s right hand, and in his 
pocket was a note reading:

My head buzzing 
all the time, so I can’t hope to be 
a support to my wife. I must not 
be a burden.”

PARDON FOR YOUTH, 19 
CONVICTED OF HOLDUP 


Gov. Caulfield Says He Is Con- 


vinced Maurice Taff Is 
Innocent. 


Maurice Taff, 19-year-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. R. H. Taff, 4222 Me- 
Ree avenue, was unconditionally 


pardoned by Gov. Caulfield today 
after having served 11 months of 
a 10-year sentence in Boonville re- 
formatory for robbery while armed. 
The Governor declared he was con- 
vinced the youth was innocent. 

Taff was arrested May 9, 1931, at 
Boland drive and Harter avenue in 
Richmond Heights in company with 
William L. Eiseman, 18, and a 17- 
year-old youth. All re quoted as 
admitting they intended to hold up 
a confectionery at that intersection 
when they were arrested on sus- 
picion. On information from Eise- 
man detectives went to the corner 
and found in a vacant lot a .32-cal- 
iber revolver and holster he had 
thrown away on their approach. 

Eiseman, who admitted partici- 
pating in three holdups and a 
burglary, was sentenced to 10 years 
in the reformatory. Taff was iden- 
tified with him as one of the pair 
who held up Mrs. Helen Benderoth 
and Mrs. Mae Schoenfeld in a dry 
goods store at 6401 Arsenal street 
on April 4, 1931. 

He denied the charge in his trial 
before Circuit Judge Ryan but Mrs. 
Benderoth held to her identifica- 
tion and he was convicted. In de- 
fense he offered testimony of resi- 
dents of Waynesville, Mo., that he 
was in Waynesville the day of the 
robbery. 

Eiseman, who had declared his 
accomplice was not Taff, but a 
youth whom he named, subse- 
quently declared he was assisted 
in the robbery by his 15-year-cld 
brother, Donald, who acted as a 
lookout. Donald pleaded guilty in 
Juvenile Court last June, was sen- 
tenced to five years, then was 
paroled. 

William Eiseman gave his state- 
ment involving his brother to Var- 
den Theodore Ziske at Boonvilla. 
Meanwhile, members of the Ma- 
plewood Chapter of the Order of 
De Molay and begun a movement 
for Taff’s pardon and had rein- 
stated him on their rolls from 
which he was suspended on his 
conviction. Circuit Attorney -lilier 
and Judge Ryan joined in cho 
opinion that he was innocent and 
recommended to Gov. Caulfield that 
he be pardoned. Taff never had 
been arrested before he was taken 
into custody in Richmond Heighte.

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SCIENTIST EXPLAINS 
COSMIC. RAY- TESTS 


Studies in Rockies Indicate Ra- 
diation Is Due to Electric- 
ally-Charged Particles. 


y the Associated Press. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 12.— 
Experiments indicating that cosniic 
rays are electrically charged parti- 
cles and come from ‘the lonely 
reaches of the universe at a speed 
of about 185,000 miles a second, 
were described by Dr. Ralph D. 
Bennett of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology 
ety of Arts lecture at the institute 
yesterday. 

Dr. Bennett, a member of the 
faculty in electrical engineering, is 


one of the scientists who partici- 
pated in the world-wide survey of 
cosmic radiation sponsored by the 
Carnegie Institution of Washing- 
ton and carried out under. the di- 
rection of Dr. Arthur H. Compton 
of Chicago. Dr. Bennett’s studies 
were made in the Rocky Mountains 
and in Alaska. 

Describing the work of Compton 
and his own observations, Bennett 
said their experiments indica ed 
that the strange form of energy 
called cosmic radiation is partiy 
composed of charged particles and 
its origin seems to be in the re- 
mote regions of the untverse. Otn- 
er scientists think cosmic rzys 
come from distant inter-stellar 
space and are in the form of pro- 
tons of immaterial waves 
light. 

Variation in Intensity. 


The fact that cosmic radiation 


varies in intensity according to the 


earth's latitude strengthens the be- 
lief that it is composed of charged 
particles, and that variations in 
strength are caused by the earth's 
magnetic field. 


This explonation of cosmic ra- 
diation is further strengthened by 
the theory recently set forth by 
Dr. Manuel S. Vallarta, who, in 
collaboration with the Abbe G. Lec 
Maitre of the University of Lou- 
vain, made computations which in- 
dicate that cosmic radiation is 
electrical. 


The existence of cosmic radia- 
tion and proof that the rays fal! 
from above was indicated by means 
of instruments designed by Ben- 
nett. The most spectacular experi- 
ment was a weird wailing sound 
produced by tremendous amplifica- 
tion when one of the instruments 
registered the arrival of cosmic en- 
ergy. 

Penetrate Steel Buildings. 


Bennett traced the history of the 


radiation which rains upon the 
earth continuously in the form of 
darts of energy that penetrate ev- 
erything. Not even the steel and 
concrete floors of buildings are an 
insuperable obstacle to cosmic en- 
ery, he said, and he added that 
cosmic radiation probably would 
have to be millions of times more 
intense tq have any biological ef- 
fect on man. 


In this journey through the at- 
mosphere each of these minute pro- 
jectiles of energy leaves in its path 
the shattered fragments of count- 
less atoms. The rays come at a 
frequency indicating that about 30 
of these particles of energy full 
upon each of us every second. 

The earliest indications of the ef- 
fects of this strange radiant en- 
ergy, Bennett explained, were ob- 


served in its ability to make the 
atmosphere or other gasses slightiy 
electrically conducting.

F actory Output ad Car Loadings 
Decline at Virtually Same Rate 
As Exports From U. S. in 1932 


Decrease of 21 Per Cent in American Producti 
Sent Abroad Also Same as Average De- 
crease for Nations of World. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—Sale of 
American products abroad remains 
relatively as important a part of 
the country’s business as at any 
time in recent years, the National 
Foreign Trade Council says in its 
annual report issued today. 

It is regarded as significant that 
the decline of exports from the 
United States in 1932 as compared 


with 1931, 21 per cent, was exactly 
the same as the average decline for 
the nations of the world, and con- 
siderably less than for some of this 
countrys leading competitors. 
The National Foreign Trade 
Council is an organization of man- 
ufacturing, exporting and import- 
ing firms, which gathers and dis- 
tributes statistics and endeavors to 
promote foreign trade. Its chair- 
man is James A. Farrell of the 
United States Steel Corporation. 
Another significant fact noted in 
the report is that this country’s loss 
of export business “equals almost 
exactly the shrinkage in such fun- 
damentals indices of our business 
life as railroad carloadings, which 
fell off 20 per cent during the fiscal 
year, and the volume of production 
of our factories and mines which 


likewise decreased 20 per cent in. 


this period.” 


Average Export Business. 


The facts cited make it clear that 
the export business of the United 
States has suffered no more than 
that of the world in general, and 
less than that of some leading na- 
tions, and that its decline is about 
on a par with the drop in domestic 
business. 

“In other words,” the report says, 
“the sale of American products 
abroad is still an important factor 
in the general trade of the United 
States of the same degree as here- 
tofore. While some industries are 
selling less abroad of the total of 
their production than they did be- 
fore 1930 others are exporting a 
larger proportion. There has, for 
instance, been a relative gain both 
in the amount exported and in the 
exported proportion of the amount 
produced in such important spe- 
cific items as sewing machines, 
motion picture films, safety razor 
blades, radio tubes, iron and steel 
scrap, electric refrigerators and a 
number of other items of electrical 
goods.” 

An encouraging note is found in 
the reports for the later months of 
the year showing that although the 
average loss of exports is 21 per 
cent the rate of decrease recently 
has been cut down to 15 per cent. 


The comparative export. losses 


of some of the other leading na- 
tions competing with American 
producers are: Great Britain, 20 
per cent; France, 24 per cent; Ger- 
many, 24 per cent; Canada, 20 per 
cent; Japan, 24 per cent. 

No Country Showed Increase. 

As to the effects of the depres- 
sion in other countries, the report 
says: 

“More than one-third of the 110 
countries of the world, particular- 


ly France, Switzerland, the Scan- 
dinavian countries, ‘Chile, New Zea- 
land and Jugoslavia, joined the re- 
maining 66 nations this year in ex- 
periencing the full effects of the 
depression. Not a single country 
increased its export trade during 
the year, even allowing for price 
adjustments. 


“The only important nations 
whose trade loss was less than 10 
per cent in volume were Argentina, 
Australia, Norway, Egypt, Java and 
the Philippines, and only three 
others, Spain, Portugal and Rus- 
sia, were within 15 per cent of their 
1931 trade volume. Chile suffered 
most heavily, with 55 per cent. less 
in her export volume, while 12 
other nations experienced losses of 
more than 30 per cent, including 
Austria, Bulgaria, Czecho-Slovakia, 


Denmark, Poland, Sweden, Switzer-. 


land, Jugo-Slavia, British Malaya, 
South Africa, British India and 
Peru. 


“The fact that eight of the high- 
loss countries are in Europe and 
only one of the low-loss countries, 
as is borne out by the complete 
figures, indicates that Europe’s loss 
in exports during 1932 was more 
severe than that of any other part 
of the world.” 


Continued Fall of Prices. 


The continued fall of prices is 
said to be the most. serious element 
in international trade. 

“The fact that commodities en- 
tering into the world index of ex- 
port trade have suffered a further 
fall in 1932 by approximately 20 
per cent has accentuated the ten- 
dency to create new trade barriers, 
customs tariffs, exchange restric- 


‘tions and other devices designed to 


arrest economic consequences that 
have followed directly from the de- 
pressed price situation. None of 
these devices has so far succeeded 
in arresting this lowering of prices, 
which has now reached a point ap- 
proximately 36 per cent below the 
average of 1929. The first requisite 
to world recovery is the stabiliza- 
tion of prices.” 


Effects of Trade Barriers.

URGES TIGHTENING 
“OF BANKING. LAWS 


Improvement in Business 
Will Not Necessarily 
Mend Defects, He Says i in 
Annual Report.

-WASHIN GTON 5 Dec. 12.—Stress- 


ing the need for stronger organi- 
zation and competent management, 
F. G. Awalt, acting Comptroller of 
the Currency, today renewed rec- 
ommendations for new banking 


laws to reduce bank failures. 

In his annual report, Awalt said 
that while in the last eight months 
there had been an abatement of 
bank closings, “we cannot escape 
the fact that the year 1932 has been 
characterized by a continuation of 


an alarming number of bank fail- 


ures and we know that a continued 
improvement in business and sup- 
port of credit agencies of the Gov- 
ernment will not of themselves cor- 
rect the defects existing in our 
banking structure or reach the root 
of so many bank faflures.” 

He asserted that since 1920 65.7 
per cent of all suspended banks 


had capital of less than $50,000 and. 


that failures among them have been 
at a rate almost as great as that at 
which they were organized. 
1199 Failures in 10 Months. 

“These banks, many with incom- 
petent management, have been 
forced to yield to reverse of those 
economic conditions which made 
them prosperous,” he said, adding 


that the greatest number of fail- 


ures had been in states dependent 
upon agriculture. He placed the 
total failures for 10 months of this 
year at 1199. 

Awalt gave to Congress statistics 
to show that there were 2299 bank 
failures in 1931 and 1345 in 1930, 
with a combined tying-up of depos- 
its in the three years aggregating 
$3,160,808,000. He renewed recom- 
mendations made by John Pole, 
farmer Comptroller of the Curren- 
cy, for enactment of banking laws 
by Congress that would reduce the 
number of failures. 

“In case of failures, among the 
larger banks located in cities, the 
adverse economic conditions in re- 
cent years, coupled with misman- 
agement, accounted largely for 
their suspensions,“ Awalt said. 
“Some of these institutions were in- 
volved in_an excessive degree in 
loans depending directly upon real 
estate. 

Too Many Small Banks. 

He asserted lax state laws and 
reducing the minimum capitaliza- 
tion of national banks from $50,000 
to $25,000 facilitated organizations 
of thousands of small banks which 


prospered in good times. But with 


a turn of conditions, he continued, 
the danger of permitting organiza- 
tion of small, under-capitalized 
banks had become apparent. 

Fundamental economic conditions 
which have led to mergers, concen- 
trations and consolidations of pro- 
duction and distribution, he said, 
have resulted in movements of 
capital and interests from the 
smaller to the larger towns. The 
country banker, therefore, he said, 
found his fiel@ for loans narrowed 
and many off his former sizeable 
and profitabl@ balances dwindled to 
mere payroll balances. 

Awalt said that statistics kept 
over a period of years showed that 
it required an average period of 
five years and six months for 
liquidation of suspended’ banks, 
while the minimum period was 10 
months. During the year ended 
Oct. 31, he said, 54 suspended na- 
tional banks having assets of $110,- 
851,769 and deposits of $54,660,261 
were reopened, |

CONGRESS’ LIBRARY 
LARGEST IN WORLD, 
4,477,431 VOLUMES 


Eighty-Seven Miles of Shelving 
for Books, Exclusive of 
Maps and MSS.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12. — The 
Library. of Congress is the largest 
in the world, according to the an- 
nual report of Herbert Putnam, Li- 
brarian. The books now number 
4,477,431, exclusive of millions of 
Maps, manuscripts, musical com- 
positions and engravings. 

Putnam said “a study of the most 
recent figures leads clearly to the 
belief that the Library of Congress 
now heads the list” of the world’s 
libraries,

TROTZKY BACK IN TURKEY, 
TO WRITE BOOK ABOUT TRIP 


At Istanbul, Denies Rumors He 

Went to Denmark to Talk to 

Soviet Representatives. 

ISTANBUL, Turkey, Dec. 12.— 
Leon Trotzky, exiled Russian Bol- 
shevik, is, back in Turkey. Sur- 
rounded by civil service workers on 
the steamer Adra, where he spent 
last night, he sent the following 
statement ashore: 

“My wife and I have had a very 
satisfactory trip which was my first 
during my four-year stay in Turkey. 
Visa - difficulties which first made 
the trip seem impossible were easily 
overcome, thanks to the loyal and 
swift aid of Turkish authorities. 

“This fact alone should quell ru- 
mors circulating in Europe that I 
was treated as a prisoner by Tur- 
key. The rumors are untrue that 
I went to Copenhagen to talk with 
representatives of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment. Surely Turkey would be 
a likelier spot for such a conver- 
sation than Denmark. The trip was 
entirely private without the slight- 
est purpose. 

“We shall return to the island of 
Prinkipo where my fishing and 
hunting gear await me and where 
I have the small library which re- 
mains from the fire in 1931. 

“I shall write a short book about 
my trip before settling down to 
more serious work on the interna- 
tional political and economic situa- 
tion, which will occupy me through- 
out. 1933.”

Collapses After Attending Din- 
ner in Canton in Honor of 
British Admiral.

CANTON, China, Dec. 12.—The 
sudden death of Chu Chao-Hsin, 
inspector general of Foreign Af- 
fairs in the Canton Government, 
was said today by high govern- 
mental officials to be threatening 
a crisis within the Chinese south- 


western government centering in 
Canton. Chu died Sunday follow- 
ing a dinner at naval headquar- 
ters. Physicians said he died of 
food poisoning. 

Navy headquarters announced 
that Chu had attended a “snake 
feast” before coming to the Navy 
dinner. Headquarters said Chu 
had eaten snake, a prized Canton- 
ese delicacy, at the first function. 

Chu was widely known among 
Chinese as a believer in a secret 
formula which was supposed to in- 
sure his living 100 years.

THE CRY OF THE RAILROADS. 

In the hearings before the Coolidge National Trans- 
portation Committee, spokesmen for the railroads con- 
tinue to repeat the hard-luck story with which the 
public is wearily familiar. 

The railroads complain bitterly of all competing 
transportation agencies—rivers, highways, airways, 
pipelines. They insist that the Government discon- 
tinue subsidizing these agencies. They want legis- 
lative regulations of the railroads relaxed or abol- 


agencies be placed under similar regulations. 

They do not demand, in so many words, that all 
transportation shall be uniform, that no agency shall 
be permitted to furnish cheaper or quicker transpor- 
tation than the railroads do, but that would, of 


standpoint. It is, obviously, an impossible ideal. 

There is no doubt that the railroads are right now 
having rough sledding. Is there any line of business 
that isn't? Yet in their difficulties the railroads en- 
joy a rare advantage. They can go to the Govern- 
ment, as they have done, and are doing, and get 
money, which is something the grocer or haberdasher 
or publisher or doctor or lawyer can't do. Neither 
can the man that operates a truck. Grave as the 
plight of the railroads is, it might be worse. 

The railroads and private enterprise, it is unneces- 
sary to say, are not on a parity. They are, however, 
all brothers in misfortune. But while private busi- 
ness, gritting its teeth and doing the best it can to 
meet adverse conditions, is at the same time en- 
deavoring, in most instances, to fulfill its obligation 
to the public welfare by maintaining the largest prac- 
ticable employment at the highest feasible wages, the 
railroads are beating their breasts and crying out the 
burden of their woes. The exhibition is not inspiring. 

It may be said, too, that the railroads are not 
wholly candid in their lamentation. They magnify 
the injustice of the Government's regulatory prac- 
tices, the discrimination of which they profess to be 
the victims, the special privileges accorded compe- 
tition, but are calculatingly silent on their own sins 
of commission and omission. 

Those sins, like the derelictions of Mr. Swinburne’s 
Dolores, “are as seventy times seven.” Perhaps not 
that many, but numerous enough, goodness knows. 
Their cardinal sin is over-capitalization, which, until 
corrected, will impair, if not defeat, any remedial 
plan that may be fashioned. They will have to revise 
their capital structure, as the Interstate Commerce 
Commission advised the Frisco to do, befdre they can 
They will have 
to do much more, but honest capitalization is a fun- 
damental in their comeback. They will have to get 
rid of a banker control which has been primarily 
interested in promoting any venture or speculation 
that yielded fat commissions rather than in the sta- 
bility of the railroad properties. They will have to 
get from under the holding companies superimposed 
upon so many of them for the unsound purpose of 
high finance. They will have to write off superfluous, 
or dead, mileage in large figures. They will have to 
abolish their ruinous surplusage of service. They will 
have to wield a ruthless ax on executive personnel, 
dropping official heads in acres of baskets. And 
when all that is done, they will have to forget their 
legendary supremacy, scrap all the traditions of op- 
eration established in their period of monopoly, and 
get down to the job of winning and holding their 
place in the grueling race of modern transportation. 

One thing is clear. The competing transportation 
agencies arraigned by the railroads are here, with 
every indication of steady growth. Our rivers are not 
going to be buried, or our highways abandoned, or 
our airplanes pulled down from the skies. What 
miracles science may yet invest the pipeline with 
staggers imagination. Here, anyhow, are those vari- 
ous facilities, each already having created a field 
of its own. Here, too, are the railroads, the basic 
element in the compound, so to speak, rendering an 
indispensable service, and destined by the inexorable 
law of progress to be the backbone of the great sys- 
tem of transportation which the expansion and econ- 
omy of the future demand. 

Everybody, as a matter of selfish individual inter- 
est, is for a fair deal for the railroads. If they are 
patient, they will get it. But, as the ancient legal 
aphorism has it, the plaintiff must come into a court 
of equity with clean hands. The railroads have not 
yet done this. They will. 
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STATESMANSHIP IN A GOVERNOR. 

Realizing that the time is not far off when each 
state must answer for itself the question as to what 
shall be done about the liquor problem, Gov. Ely of 
Massachusetts has made a move which sets him apart 
from his fellow Governors’. An opponent of Federal 
prohibition and an advocate of repeal, he has ap- 
pointed a group whose business it will be thoroughly 
to study the matter of state regulation and subse- 
quently to advise the State Legislature as to what 
statutes the group thinks should be enacted to fur- 
ther, at the same time, freedom and temperance in 
the use of legalized liquors in Massachusetts. The 
character of the group is indicated by its member- 
ship, which includes Prof. Thomas Reed Powell, the 
distinguished authority on constitutional law at Har- 
vard. While some officials talk only of freeing pro- 
hibition law violators and others only of a Federal 
beer bill, whose constitutionality would be doubtful, 
Jov. Ely looks to the future and prepares to meet 
it intelligently and constructively. It is an example 
that other Governors would distinguish themselves 
by following. Thus are we provided with another 
reason for regarding the eloquent and statesmanlike 
Governor of Massachusetts as outstanding among the

that point of vantage, has often displayed a fine un- 


derstanding of the game. It is, therefore, a little de- 
pressing to find him, in a recent number of the Sat- 
urday Evening Post, going hysterical on the subject 
of the tariff. Mr. Blythe’s article, “Buy American!” 
was not even a good piece of reporting, and was de- 
signed to inflame rather than to instruct. 

It seems Mr. Blythe went to Washington and there 
made the remarkable discovery that the United States 
imports goods from foreign countries, and these goods, 
made with cheap foreign labor, are sold at prices with 
which our own manufacturers cannot compete. Mr. 
Blythe would stop this at once. Do the Japanese 
sell rubber beach balls and cheap rugs over here? 
They do. Let us, then, put an embargo on them and 
make our own beach balls and rugs. Let us shut our- 
selves off from the world and buy nothing that is 
not produced here. 

There is not a word in Mr. Blythe's article about 
what we sell to other countries. Japan, say, buys 
American bathtubs, made with expensive American 
labor, with the proceeds of its sale of beach balls 
and rugs. Is Mr. Blythe in favor of killing the east- 
ward commerce? He does not say. And the inescapa- 
ble inference of his statements is that he has delib 
erately ignored that side of the picture. Moreover, 
the impression he tries to give—that the United 
States is being flooded with foreign goods—is so 
false as to become ludicrous. 

The Texas Weekly, representing a State whose cot- 
ton crop must be sold almost entirely to other lands, 
has administered to Mr. Blythe a very neat spanking. 
It points out that in September, the month’ before 
his article was written, imports of foreign goods were 
valued at $98,447,000, the smallest total for that 
month during any year since the World War. Im- 
ports in September, 1931, were valued at $170,383,000; 
September, 1930, $226,000,000; September, 1929, $351,- 
000,000. 

Thus, if Mr. Blythe had written his piece three 
years ago, his case would have been more than three 
times as strong. With our import trade a mere shad- 
ow of its once robust self, following the enactment of 
the highest tariff in our history, it seems a little odd 
that a veteran like Mr. Blythe should attempt to 
make the American people believe it is a menace, and 
advocate its complete destruction. That is economic 
illiteracy in a mpst malignant form. 
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And a lot of them, we suppose, have gone off the 
gold-digger's standard. 
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VENUS AND PROSPERITY. 

Humor at last has muscled into the gloomy domain 
of agricultural economics. It has made its entry 
through no less a personage than the Commissioner 
of Agriculture of Illinois, Stuart Pierson, speaking 
before a convention in Chicago. 

Laying aside the complicated and questionable de- 
vices of equalization fee, debenture and domestic al- 
lotment plans, debt moratoriums and tax relief; Mr. 
Pierson plunged into the subject of waist lines and 
slenderizing. He demands a reappraisal of fleshly 
existence from the standpoint both of beauty and 
food sales. 1 

What Mr. Pierson objects to in the modern style of 
the, human form is that it does not call for enough 
of the products of field, pasture and packing house 
to bring prosperity to farmers. But he does not in- 
dulge in such crude, nagging methods as exhorting 
gentlemen and ladies to “eat hearty” and grow fat. 
He has an ideal which even the world of true, ortho- 


dox art dares not sneer at. He points to the ample | 


form of the Venus de Milo, and gently suggests that 
if the Hollywood sylphs and their idolators would 
turn and follow the more liberal diet of the goddess 
—presto, the fat flocks of Minnesota, Iowa and IIIi- 
nois would immediately create buying power which 
would put Ford, Firestone, Schwab and the rest, with 
their vast industrial armies, to work.

MR. BROWN’S POSTAL SUGGESTIONS. 

Postmaster-General Brown is unlikely to get many 
members of Congress to agree with his plan for bal- 
ancing the department's budget by centering on “the 
wage account in particular” in a program of general 
economies. Why concentrate on salaries, it will be 
asked, when a whole series of charges of flagrant 
wastes await inquiry? The answer is, perhaps, 
that wage expenditures have no powerful interests be- 
hind them, and offer the line of least resistance. 

Mr. Brown does not mention, as a chance for possi- 
ble saving, the air mail subsidy, which comprised $17,- 
000,000 of-last year’s $146,000,000 deficit: nor the de- 
partmental free mail privilege, which cast $10,000,000; 
nor the franking privilege, which totaled $1,000,000. 
He does speak of the ship mail subsidy, a $19,000,000 
item, but defends it as “of incalculable benefit to 
all classes.“ There will be indorsement for his ap 
proval of buying or constructing postal buildings 
where exorbitant rentals are paid. However, he gives 
no notice to the misleading accounting methods or 
the appojntment of {fnefficient postmasters through 
the spoils system, both factors in the postal deficit. 

Postal employes, with other Federal workers, al- 
ready have had an $1-3 per cent pay cut. Yet, be 
cause they have the bad luck to work in a department 
where deficits occur regularly, further pay cuts are 
urged. If any more pay-cutting is to be done, as Mr. 
Hoover, urged in his message, it certainly should in- 
claude all departments, not one alone. 
Mr. Brown would continue the present increased 
postal rates until a business upturn comes, save for 
reducing the rate on local letters from 3 to 2 cents. 
In this, he does not agree with the House Postoffice 
Committee, which found that the new high rates 
actually are yielding less revenue than the old lower 
rates, and urged return to the former schedules. It is 
time to end the futile experiment, despite Mr. Brown's 


recommendation.

HEN former Senator James A. Reed of 

Missouri, in a campaign speech, de- 

scribed the Reconstruction Finance 
Carporation as “capitalistic socialism,” he 
dramatized something which will be with 
the nation, for better or worse, long after 
many more spectacular features of the de- 
pression are forgotten. Mr. Reed’s argu- 
ment was that there is no difference in prin- 
ciple between utilizing public money to pro- 
tect citizens against loss of property and 
utilizing public money to protect other 
citizens against munger and cold.

BABBITT OVERTURE

NEW YORK, Dec. 12. Douglas 
Moore, young New Tork composer 
whose “Pageant of P. T. Barnum” 
was presented two years ago, con- 
ducted the Manhattan Symphony 
Orchestra last night in the world 
premiere of his new “Babbitt Ov- 
erture,” a symphonic composition 
suggested by Sinclair Lewis’ novel.

WILLIAMS. THAYER, 
NOTED PHYSICIAN, DIES 


Professor at Johns 
Hopkins, Pioneer in Study 
of Malaria. 


By Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, Dec. 12.—Dr. Wil- 
liam Sidney Thayer, authority on 
internal medicine, died Saturday 
night at the home of friends in 
Washington. He succumbed to a 
heart attack. 

Dr. Thayer was born at Milton, 
Mass., June 23, 1864, and was edu- 
cated at private schools and Cam- 
bridge High School before enter- 
ing Harvard College where he re- 
ceived his Bachelor of Arts degree 
in 1885. In 1889 he received his 
medical degree from Harvard med- 
ical school. 

He came to Baltimore in 1891 to 
become second assistant to Sir Wil- 
liam Osler, first professor of med- 
icine at the Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity school of medicine and 
from 1891 to\ 1898 was his chief 
assistant. Later he succeeded Dr. 
Osler as physician-in-chief of the 
Johns Hopkins Hospital and was 
professor of medicine at the uni- 
versity from 1917 to 1921, when he 
retired. 

Dr. Thayer was a pioneer in 
studies of malaria and classified 
the three types of the disease found 
in this country. He was the author 
of numerous books and mono- 
graphs. 

During the World War he was 
chief medical consultant of the 
American Expeditionary Forces in 
France and held the rank of Brig- 
adier-General. The American Med- 
ical Association elected him its 
president in 1927. He was a mem- 
ber of the Harvard board of over- 
seers and a vice-president of the 
Harvard Alumni Association. He 
was president of the American So- 


HORAGE NEWTON ALLEN, 74, 
DIPLOMAT AND DOCTOR, DIES 


Grand Nephew of Ethan Allen of 
Revolutionary Fame Succumbs 
in Toledo. 


TOLEDO, O, Dec. 12.—Dr. Horace 
Newton Allen, 74 years old, grand 
nephew of Ethan Allen of Revolu- 
tionary fame, died at his home yes- 
terday. He formerly was Minister 
to Korea and for many years served 
as a medical missionary for the 
Presbyterian Church in the Far 
East. ’ 

For saving the life of Prince Min 


Japanese from Korea in 1884, Dr. 
Allen, who only the year before had 
obtained his medical degree from 
Miami Medical College, received a 
hospital and equipment from the 
Government and was made court 
physician. 

When Korea was opened by 
treaty he went to Seoul as physi- 
cian to the American legation and 
received appointment as medical 
officer there of the British, Japa- 
nese and Chinese legations aswell. 

Through his close relation as un- 
official adviser to the Korean Gov- 
ernment, Dr. Allen in 1888 took the 
first legation from Korea to Wash- 
ington. From 1897 to 1901 he was 
Minister Resident and Consul-Gen- 
eral of the United States in Korea 
by appointment by President Me- 
Kinley. 

He served as Minister from 1901 
to 1906 and after his retirement in 
that year came to Toledo, where 
he since had made his home.

Senator Vandenberg Says U. S. 
Must Think of Far East 
: Sovereignty. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12—Sena- 
tor Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, 
assailed the Philippine indepenti- 
ence bill before the Senate today as 
one which -would leave the United 
States with its “flag half up and 
half down” in a region where sov 
ereignty might be threatened at 
any moment. ' 

He opened the third day of do- 
bate on the Hawes-Cutting bill to 
grant full freedom to the Pacific 
possession in 18 years with an ex- 
planation of his substitute, which 
he said would provide for setting 
up a new Constitution for the 1 
lands at the end of a trial period 
of about 20 years. The pending bill 
would allow adoption of a Consti- 
tution immediately. 

“It.is absolutely unthinkable,” 
Vandenberg said, to create a twi- 
light zone of authority in the Phil- 
ippine Island where our flag will 
be half and half down, and where 
we cannot possibly ntrol a possi- 
ble menace. We 55 infinitely be 
better safe than so 

“The paramount “vice of this bill 
is that the United States is left for 
perhaps 20 years tn a treacherous 
and chaotic Orient without sover- 
eign responsibility and where ever 
the most casual event can graduate 
into a major crisis overnight. The 
United States. would be without 
adequate. authority to protect its 
obligations without untold hazard. 

“We have no right to sublet our 
sovereignty in a situation of this 
nature and not retain complete 
control of whatever destiny is. to 
proceed under the American flag.” 

At the outset, Senator Hawes 

(Dem.), Missouri, co-author of the 
pending bill with Senator Cutting 
(Rep.), New Mexico, offered an 
amendment to permit the islands 
to collect a tariff on imports from 
the United States. 
Hawes said this would offset the 
amendment adopted last week cut- 
ting down the free-duty sugar im- 
ports from the islands from 850,000 
to 615,000 tons. Unless his amena- 
ment is adopted, he said, the Fili- 
pinos “would be crushed.”

There were 28,405,294 families in 
the United States reported as hav- 
ing homemakers and 3,283,516, or 
13.8 per cent, homemakers were 
gainfully employed. 

The largest proportion of home- 
makers with.outside work, 24.4 per 
cent of the total gainfully occupied, 
were in the classification of “ser- 
vants, waitresses, etc.” Saleswomen 
constituted 6.9 per cent, profession- 
al work accounted for 9.9 per cent, 
office work for 12.8 per cent, indus- 
trial work, 18.8 per cent and mis- 
cellaneous occupations 7.6 per cent. 

Of the total number of home- 
makers, 16,663,513 or 58.7 per cent, 
lived in urban territory; 6,227,232, 
or 21.9 per cent in rural farm re- 
gions, and 5,514,549 or 19.4 per cent, 
in rural non-farm districts.

Hodgkin's Disease 

ROM Australia comes a report 
F on a successful serum treat- 

ment of Hodgkin’s disease that 
promises to be of capital impor- 
tance. 
Hodgkin’s disease is a cancer-like 
condition in which the lymph 
glands swell to tremendous size and 
in which there is an excessive num- 
ber of white cells in the blood. 
One theory maintains that the 
malady is due to a type of tubercle 
bacillus found in birds. On this hy- 
pothesis, a serum taken from hens 
has been produced for its treat- 
ment. 
The serum is made by taking one 
of the enlarged glands of the suf- 
ferer, making an emulsion of it and 
injecting it under the skin of a hen. 
After 12 days a little of the hen’s 
blood is drawn and the liquid por- 
tion of this blood abstracted. When 
proper preparation has been made 
to insure its sterility, the serum is 
injected into the patient. This 
initial treatment is followed by sev- 
eral similar treatments. 
In the cases experimented with, | 
the numbers of injections varied 
from 10 to 49. Twenty-five patients 
have been treated in the manner. 
In 19 of the patients very encourag- 
ing results were secured, though no 
patient has as yet reached the point 
where he can be said to be cured. 
Following the injections of the 
serum, the massive glands which 
characterize this disease tend to 
shrink and ultimately to disappear. 
In a number of cases the serum 
treatment has been employed to- 
gether with what is known as deep 
X-ray therapy, a method which has 
heretofore been employed in the 
treatment of Hodgkin's disease with 
varying degrees of success.
